means "a painless peaceful death,” or 
“a means for producing a gentle easy 
death.” The word suggested an luter- 
rogatlon of Clifton's physical coiidliloii 

“Doctor you say this man has only 
a chance or twro in a hundred of re- 
covering. Five months ago the skin 
was burned from nearly oiie-half of 
the whole surface of the body. Dully 
since then he has suffered fearful 
agony aud you say that lately he has 
wished he might die. You say there 
are months aud months of the same 
terrible Buffering ahead of him, if he 
liven that long. Don't you think It 
would be an act of simple humanity 
to put him painlessly to death with a 
dose of morphia?” 

•'Well,” was the answ-er, “this cer- 
tainly w'ould be an ideal case for the 
employment of enthanasia. But--you 
know the law.” 

The physician was Dr. J. F. Knox, 
of the Louisville City Hospital. The 
question was asked him as he bent 
over Clifton's iKjdy. The lioy's cloth- 
ing was ignited as he lay asleep be- 
side a campfire on the outskirts of 
Saxon, Mo., the night of January 9 
last.and he was brought to this city, 
the home of his widowed mother, 
four days later and admitted to the 
City Hospital. 

That was five months ago. To 
the surprise of the surgeons he is 
still alive. His vitality amazes the 
medical fraternity. His hard hold up- 
sets the long-established dictum that 
huniau life canuot sur\ive the buru- 
lug of more than oue third the total 
area of the body.

Both Dr. Billy, the Su|>erintendent 
of the City Hospital aud Dr. Kuox, 
Hie house surgeon, iii charge of the 
c.ase coulees that the young man lias 
only a remote chance for ultimate 
recovery, and IkjUi say that if he 
should recover he would lie practically 
bereit of the use of his lower limbs 
The extreme likelihood is that if the 
lud does not die of physical and men- 
tal exhaustion, following five long 
mouths of terrible suffering he will 
be attacked by aud succumb to a 
secondary malady, such as pneumonia 
or kinduey trouble.
